Removal of dental plaque is the key to preventing most 
dental problems. Plaque is a soft substance that can be 
brushed away from all areas of the teeth that can be 


reached with a toothbrush 


The problem that most people have in trying to remove 
plaque, is not brushing all areas of the mouth.

Murder And Theft
